At this tine R/0 knocked on the front 
door and after several minutes it was noted by R/0 that the shadow of a subject 
could be seen staring out of a small window In the front door, but whoever this 
subject was he would rot resond t' R/0 s knocking. At this time a van type vehicle 
pulled inot the driveway of the 6acy residence and the driver Identified hlmseld 
as Michael Rossi,- an employee of PQH Contractors. Mr. Rossi advsied R/0 that 

Mr. Gacy would not answer the front door and that R/0 should go to the East side - 

of tho ,^.ri.»nce and knock on the side door. » 


















At this tine Hr. Gacy stated that he had been In the drug store (Msson Pharmacy) 
on the night In question and that he came to the drug store after being called 
by oneof. the owners {Mr. Phil Torf)to do an estimate for work Inside of the 
drug store. Mr. Gacy denied that he even saw anyone in the drug store who would 
match the missing boys description, however he vaguely recalled two yuu.ivv. 
people who were employees of the drug store. He denied having any conversation 
with these youths , but may have asked one of them If there were any old shelving 
at.the outside rear of the drug store. 

Hr. Gacy told R/0 that he left the dmg store around 2045 hours and went directly 
home. Mr. Gacy advised R/0 that upon his arrival at home he had received Information 
that his uncle had died, at which time he had gone to Northwest Hospltalwhlch is 
located at Central & Addison,Chicago,II. for the purpose of talking with his Aunt, 
who was the wife of the deceased uncle. 

R/0 advised Mr. Gacy that R/0 would like Hr. Gacy to accompany him to the Des Plaines 
Police Headquarters for the purpose of him writing a witness statement out regarding 
what he remembered about the night at the Hisson Drug Store when the bgy disappeared. 
Hr. Gacy slated that he would not be able go right at this time as he was expecting 
a long distance call from his mother in Arkansas, regarding the death of. his uncle. . 

At the prompting of R/0, Mr. Gacy called his mother and conversed with her for 
about 10 minutes. At the end of the conversation on the phone. Mr. Gacy was about 
to get his coat when the side door opened and Micteel Rossi entered the residence. 

(Mr. Rossi had been detained out side of the house by Det. Olsen & Det. Sommerschield) 
Once Mr. Rossi entered, Mr. Gacy appeared to gain some confodence and told R/0 
that he would not go with him as he had more important things to do. R/0 advsled Hr. 
Gacy that the missing boy was a iso an important issue and that the boys parents were 
very concerned about his dlsappearence. 

Mr. Gacy told R/0 that he had some other things to do and he would try to come Into 
the station later this evening. R/0 gave his business card to Mr. Gacy and told him 
that I would stay at the station waiting for his arrival. '

At this tine R/0 felt that because of Mr. Gacys 
background In sex crimes dealing with boys of si all a r age as Robert Piet ' r -t Mielr - 
was a possibility that Mr. Gacy was holding the Piest boy as a prisoner 1r. his residence. 

R/0 was advised by the secretary in the D.P. S/A office that no one was available for 
review of this natter for a search warrant, but that around 1200 Hours the 3rd D:$t. 
Supervisor Terry Sullivan might be stopping by from the Miles office. 

At 1100 Hours R/0 received a call from Mr. Gacy and Mr. Gacy again asked R/0 if he 
still wanted to talk with Hr.

During the 
course of his writing this statement, Sgt. K. Fredricks asked Mr. Gacy if he would like 
to take a polygraph regarding the missing boy and Mr. Gacy flatly refused and asked to 
call his attorney. 


At this time Mr. 6acy was advised that he was being held by dvr department for further 
Investigation and that R/0 was in the process of obtaining a search warrant for his 
residence. At this time R/0 asked Mr. Gacy for the keys to his residence and he stated 
that 'ut w;.ted to talk with his attorney before giving up the keys. After some . r~ 
discussion R/0 obtained the keys for !**.
